PREFACE 


The  present  summary  is  a  report  on  the  political,  economic, 
and  sociological  acti-vities  and  developments  in  Rumania,  cover¬ 
ing  all  available  newspapers  of  the  Rumanian  provincial  pre'^s 
from  22-27  December  1959 »  lO.amura  Rosie  of  19  December  1959 
and  Drum  Nou  of  17  December  1959 •  A:l1  items,  whethei-  summaries , 
condensations,  or  partial!,  translations,  reflect  the  specific  and 
contextual  meaning  of  the  original  text. 
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I.  ECONOMIC 


A«  Maniifacturlng  Industry 

According  to  C.  Dumitrache,  director  general  of  the  "Pro- 
grasvil”  Works  in  Braila,  the  works  completed  its  1959  production 
plan  on  1?  December  1959.  In  1959.  the  "Progresul«  Works  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  delivering  equipment  to  the  majority  of  the  industrial 
branches  in  the  country. 

!nie  works  constructed  in  series  the  ,3  cubic  meter  \iniversal 
excavator,  for  use  by  the  construction  industry,  and  the  10- ton 
oon5)ressor  rollers  for  the  same  industry*  Other  important  in¬ 
stallations  were  manufactured  for  metallurgical  combines;  the 
mining  industry  (extraction  machinery,  feeders,  etc.) ;  the  chem¬ 
ical  industry  (750-kilowatt  reducers,  condensation  towers,  con¬ 
verters,  etc.);  the  machine  building  industry  (speed  reducers, 
eta);  and  many  others,  (Viata  Koua,  22  December  1959.  P.  !)• 


The  "Gheorghe  Gheorghiu-DeJ"  Works  of  Baia  Mare  completed 
the  1959  plan  requirements,  fulfilling  at  the  same  time  approxi¬ 
mately  4,000  contractual  obligations  for  the  year  1959.  Records 
show  that  in  the  year  1953-1954,  the  works  was  involved  in  188 
contractual  disputes,  158  of  which  were  resolved  in  favor  of  the 
"Gheorghe  Gheorghiu-DeJ”  Works  and  JQ  in  favor  of  other  entejv 
prises.  In  1959,  however,  the  works  was  involved  in  only  33  coiw 
tractual  disputes,  25  of  which  were  resolved  in  favor  of  it. 

Records  also  show  that  whereas  in  the  past  the  works  had  been 
able  to  undertake  only  vague  delivery  dates  —  usually  at  the  end 
of  a  given  quarter  —  today  the  works  can  determine  the  exact 
expected  delivery  date.  (Pentru  Socialism.  2?  December  1959.

M.  Coanda  quotes  C.  Turcitu  (director  of.  the  "Partizanul" 
Enterprise  of  Craiova)  as  ssying  that  its  i960  production  plan 
Tjill  have  to  increase  5.38  percent  over  that  of  1959.  A  number 
of  improvements  are  planned  in  order  to  make  possible  the  above 
production  increases.

.antibiotics  .can  be.  increased  by  iOO' percent,;  as  compared  to  -Hiat 
Iasi:  Antibiotics-  .Pactoiy.  /  Mpt  only  will  the  pro- 
ductiOh,  as  such,  increase,  but- also  the  .variety  of  antibiotics 
produced.  Thus,  six.new  kihds  of  antibiotics,  are  to  be  produced 
on^  an  industrial,  scale,  as  follows*  tetracyciin;  teramycih; 
erithrpmycin; 'omnacyline;  dicillin  of  the  injectable  variety 
(similar  to  extencillin) ;  and  sodium  peni.cillin.

-  The 
1959  Volume  of".production  at  this  works  showed  a  567.6  percent 
increase  over  1952  (which  -fifa's- the ;  first  yoar  of  production  at  the 
works).  It  is^ especially  noteworthy  that  the  silica  carbide 
("carb-ura  de  siliciu")  section  of  -the  works  increased  its  1959 
production  capacity  by  3h.8  percent,  as  compared  to  1958.  (Fac- 
lia.

F,  Consumer  Goods  and  Foods  Industry 


C,  Florea  reports  that  a  recent  meeting  was  held  in  the  city 
of  Pitesti  for  representatives  of  all  entezTJrises  engaged  in  the 
production  of  consmer  goods  in  the  Id.testi  Regiune*  Some  of  the 
officials  in  attendance  included:  Gheorghe  Petrescu  (secretary  of 
the  Pitesti  Regiune  Party  Committee) ;  Sergiu  Marian  (director ■ 
general  of  the  Ministry  of  Consumer  Goods);  Mihai  livig  (vice- 
president  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Pitesti  Regiune 
People*s  Council);  Gheorghe  Stahescu  (vice  president  of  the  regional 
labor  union  council);  and  others.  ' 

From  the  report  read  by  SergiU  Marian,  it  appeared  that  in 
1959  the  Pitesti  Regiune  consumer  goods  enterprises  worked’  more 
conscientiously  than  in  the  past  and  were  able  to* catch  up  with' 
much  of  the  production  back-log  of  past  ye^s.  It  would  appear, 
from  the  above  report,  that  Pitesti  Regiune  cpnsrmer  goods 

enterprises  will  successfiiLly,  fulfill  their  1959  production  plan 
requirements  and  even  surpass  them  in  some  instances. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  items  produced  in  1959  over  the 
norms,  in  the  Pitesti  Regiune;  35  tons  of  cotton  fiber;  235#000 
square  meters  of  cotton  textiles;  2, 328,000. lei  worth. of  fin¬ 
ished  clothing;  970# OOO  liters  of  wine,  etc.  Some  of  the  leading 
producers  of  the  regiune  were  the  Pi tepti  Textile  Enterprises 
(with  a  1,5  percent  plan  overfuifillment) ,  the  ”Musceleanca'' 

Wool  Spinning  Mills  (with  a  103.^  percent  plan  fulfillment),  and 
the  "6  Martie"  ClotMng  Factory  (which  surpassed  its  export  quotas 
for  the  year  and  produced  items  of  high  quality,  at  the  same  time).

According  to  Vasile  Matee'scu,  president,  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Bucharest  Regiune  People^s  Councii*  .good  high¬ 
ways  of  the  Bucharest  Regiune  increased  by  l».l?p  kilometers,  or 
22  percent  higher  in  1959  than  in  1958t  Pereas  mediocre  roads 
decreased  by  12  percent,  and  poor  roads  decreased  by  10  percent. 

Also  in  1959,  39.7  Icilometers  of  highways  were  "modernized" 
in  the  Bucharest  Regiune,  ■  representing  a  20.  percent,  increase  over 
the  planned  highway  modernization  program.-  The  major  repairs  ^ 
plan  -ta*  requiring  a jninimum  of  27^  kilometers  of  road  repairs  in 
1959  was  suipassed  by  ^1  percent. 

Because  of  the  large  amount  of  volunteer  labor  contributed 
by  the  local  population,  1,970  kilometers  of  Bucharest  highways 
were  maintained  in  1959 •  (Steagul  Rosu.  Bucharest,  26  December

The  Pitesti  Regibne  Transportation  Enterprise . succeeded  in 
fulfilling  all  of  its  1959  automotive  transport  plan,  lAlthough 
in  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year,  the  enteipilse  failed  to  ful¬ 
fill  its  plan  requirements,  the  back-log  was  made  up  during  No¬ 
vember  and  the  first  20  days  of  December,  In  the  period  from  1 
January  to  20  December,  the  Enterprise  saved  85,000  liters  of 
gasoline  and  oils,  as  well  as  appreciable  quantities  of  automo¬ 
tive  spare  parts  and  rubber  inner  tubes.

According  to  Zisu  Aron,  500  more  students  are  enrolled  in 
the  1959?-1960  .party  education  courses  in  the  Draganesti  Raion, 
than  were , enrolpd  in  the  pre^doiis  school  year.  Special  attention 
was  given  to  the' politieal  indocrina^ion'  of  party  candidates  and 
prospective  candidates,’-  by  the  -opening -of  21  ‘  courses  for  the  study 
of  the  statues 'Of  the  Rniiianian  Workers’  Par  ty^-  More,  than  500  per--  . 
sons  are  enrolled  in  these  courses.  . 

Despite'  thp  good’  achievements  reported  by-  Officials  engaged 
in  the  .  party  pducatipH  prOgfam  of  the  raion,  a  number  of  ir- 
regularities  were  noted  in  the'  Draganesti  -Raion.-  Ihus,  •  since  the  . 
Maruntei  local  party  bureau  failed  to  give  needed  support  to  this 
program,  propagandist  Ion  Savu  teaches  his  classes  in  a  manner 
"devoid  of  content  and  deyOid  of  life,., which  results  in  a  very 
poor  class  attendathce.  Even  the  secretary  of  thS  local  party  >  organ,' 
Marin  Mogos,  which  is.ihimself  a  student  in  the  course  ..failed  to 
present  hjjnself  a.t  any  ,of  tho  lessons  or  semiri^a  held  "to.  date.,", 
Other  courses  and  serainarS  in  the  raion  are  far  behind  in  their  , 
class  schedule.  For  ex^ple,'  courses  at  the  Gostavat  S'tate  Farm 
(led  by  propagandist  Ilie  Dragliici) ;  at  the  Maruntei  Farm  Coop¬ 
erative  (led  by  propagandist  Stan  Buzurin)}  and  at  the  Seaca 
State  Farm  (led  by  I ,  Berindeahu)  —  have  all  met  for  only,  one 
ini'fcial  class  lesson, , and  no  more,  to  date,  (Secera  si  Ciocanul,

(with  22,238  families  and  58,242  hectares  of  land)  and  876  agri-

Despite  the  above  figures,  many  communes  of  th^  Cricov, 

Mizil,  Beceni,  and  othOr  raions  "were  not  able  to  nlt^ract  any  y  ’■ 
families  into  their  collectives"' for  moptlis,  (Flamura  Prahoygi^ 

22  December  1959»  P»  l) • 

According  to  G»  Irod  (credit  inspector  at'  ilie  Craio.v^  Re-  ■ 
giune  Brancii  of  the  State  Agricuitural  Baitc)  and  St,  yoiculescu 
(Auditing  inspoctor  at  th®  State  Farm!  Service  pf  the  Craiova 
Regiune  People's  Council),  the  number  of  agricultural'  collectives : 
in  the  Craiova  Regiune  rose  from  175  in  1955  to  24o  on  10  Decem¬

Unfortunately,  however,-  the  lod^  Tovi^^^^  commissions  do 
not  always  perform  the  functions  for  Tdiich  they  were  created. 

Often  members  appointed  to  these  cpinmissions  have  veiy  little 
education  and  lack  thb  necessary  training  for  effectuating  their

The  rural  cultural-educational  program  for  the  winter  months 
can  be  said  to  be  progressing  well  in  the  Pitesti  Regiune,  The 
Curtea  de  Arges,  Muscel,  Costesti,  and  Pitesti  raions  are  partio- 
■ularly  active  in  this  respect.  Nevertheless,  there  are  some  raions 
—  such  as  Babeni,  Rimhicu  Vilcea,  and  ethers  —  whose  cultural 
prc grams  are  not  carid.ed  out  satis-factorily. 
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For  example,  the  work  of  "propaganda  through  conferences"  is 
neglected  ^  tte  Rimnlcul.  yilcea-.-commune,  .where  only  tte'de  con*- 
ferences  were,  held  from.  1  Noyember  to  date*  The  ppbgr^  bf-  - 

tural  evenaJigs". , (which  ar@  the.  principal  forms  of  aotiTHt'ty'  during" 
w6ek  nights)  xjas  likei^se  neglected,  as  can  be-eyidOhced^-by  the • 
fact  'that  in,.  ,an,  interval/  oft.two'  months:  only'  one-  such  meeting  was'"^  ■ 
held,  O’ther  deficiencies  can,  be.,  added  to  the  abbv^- list 
is  even  more  surprising  and  "alarming"  is  the  fact  that  a  four-man 
team  of  raion  inspectors  visited  the  locality  in  question  and  re¬ 
ported  that  the  Vladesti.  communei  insofar/ as  the  cultural  activily 
is  concerned,  is  the  leading  commune  in  the  Vladesti  Raion.
